BUT DEATH WINS. 


Frank A. Vanderlip in a Fast 
Trip from New York Ar- 
rives Too Late to See 
Mother Alive. 


BEATS ALL SPEED TESTS. 


Train Reaches Chicago Sixteen 
Hours and Ten Minutes 
After Leaving LEast- 
ern Metropolis. 


A race against death that broke all records 
for trains between New York and Chicago, 
but failed—by half an hour—of its object was 
completed yesterday afternoon. 

Frank A. Vanderlip, president of the Na- 
tional City bank of New York, received word 
Saturday evening that his mother, Mrs. 
Charlotte L. Vanderlip, was dying in Chi- 
cago. 

He telephoned the New York Central for 
the fastest train that could be provided. In 


less than an hour he had started on the long 


ride to her bedside. Alone, he sat in a private 
car, and as he was told by the train crew 
of the record breaking pace his train was 
traveling, his hopes were strong. 

When he left the train at Englewood he 
knew that he beaten the standard 
time of eighteen hours by nearly two 
hours and he believed he was in time. He 
hurried in a carriage to his mother’s 


residence at 5331 Madison avenue, but there 


was told that her eyes had been closed in 


death half an hoyr before his arrival. 


To the officials of the New York Central 


and the Lake Shore, over which his train had 
come, the trip meant only a demonstration of 
the possibility of sixteen hour trains.

Beats Best Previous Record. 

The special left New York at midnight. It 
reached Englewood at 2:58 in the afternoon. 
it pulled into the Lake Shore station, making 
the last lap without its passenger, at 3:10. 
The run had been made—from station to sta- 
tion—in 16 hours and 10 minutes. 

The best previous performance was record 
ed earlier in the year, when J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan, suddenly called back to New York by 
important business, was hurried in his private 
car over the same route in 17 hours and 1 
minute. The Vanderlip special traveled the 
distance in fifty-qgne minutes’ less time, and 
it beat the run of the Twentieth Century 
limited by one hour and fifty minutes. 

, The remarkable fact of the performance, 
from the railroad man’s viewpoint, was that 
it Was accompanied by none of the advan- 


e n Pant a record. It was 
A an a nese transaction. 
There was no clearing of tracks, spiking of 
switches, or other interference with regular 


traffic. 


Fare Paid Is $2 a Mile. 


The two roads have made a regular rate for 
such accomm@d@ations. Any one who will pay 
$2 a mile may have a special train, and they 
will send it over the rails as fast as possible. 
These rules were followed in this cage. 

Mr. Vanderlip, formerly a Chicagoan until 
he went to Washington, where he became 
assistant secretary of the treasury under 
Lyman J. Gage, and later to New York, to 
accept his present banking position, has been 
a frequent visitor to the city because his 
mother’s home was here. He had visited her 
recentiy, and did not suspect her health was 
precarious until he received a long distance 
telephone message Saturday evening saying 
she had been sick a week and that alarming 
symptoms had appeared. 

He was at his home at Scarborough on the 
Hudson and telephoned at once for the spe- 
clal train. The road officials told him that 
all the equipment necessary for such a train 
wag locked up in the Mott Haven yards, 

which were deserted for the night. He in- 
sisted, and by genera! effort the train was 
ready at High Bridge and an improvised 
crew took charge of it. 


Train of Four Cars. 

There was a private car and four day 
coaches—attached to give the air brakes 
thorough control-in the train when Mr. Van- 
derlip boarded it at Scarborough twenty miles 
north of Manhattan. He carried only a 
small hand satchel and was the only pas- 
senger. It was then 12:20 in the morning. 

The engine was only one of those used 
regularly on the road, but it began at once 
to eat up the miles. It sped toward Buffalo, 
slowing up only while passing through Al- 
bany, Syracuse, and the other cities on the 
road, and reached Buffalo—a run of 390 
miles—at 6:39 a. m. From there the race to 
Cleveland—184 miles—was completed in 168 
minutes. The 120 miles to Toledo were slow 
because of the topography of the country, 
but the 134 miles from there to Elkhart sped 
by in an even two hours. The actual run- 
ning time from Elkhart to Englewood was 
ninety-two minutes for the ninety-four miles. 


Time of Delays Computed. 

Here alone the local officials of the road 
were able to figure the time taken out for 
changing engines. They allowed three min- 
utes for the delay at Elkhart for that pur- 
pose, and allowing the same interval for all 
of the seven changes of locomotives half 
an hour would be clipped from the total time 
for the run. 

The record shows o minutes for 929 
miles, and the deduction would bring an 
average of almost a mile a minute for the 
race half way across the continent. 

During all the race with its miles covered 
in little more than half a minute and its 
delays as it passed through cities or was 
checked for the change of engines, Mr. Van- 
derlip sat in the private car alone, or in 
silent company with a member of the train 
crew. He did not retire during the night. 


Other Relatives at Bedside. 

He was met at the Englewood station by 
hig brother-in-law, E. W. Harden, with a 
carriage that hurried him to his mother’s 
home. There he found Mrs. Harden, who, 
with her husband, had been with ber mother 
all the preceding night, and his grandmother, 
Mrs. Sarah Woodworth, who made her home 
with Mrs. Vanderlip, and Mrs. Vanderlip'’s 
sister, Miss lizzie Woodworth.

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INDIANS FLEE FROM TROOPS 


Militia Arrives to Find Crazy 
Snake’s Camp in Flames. 


OUTLAWS TAKE TO THE HILLS 


Soldiers Anticipate Bloody Battle with 
Bandit Band, 


* 


Oklahoma City, Okla., March 28— Special.! 
—Five companies of Oklahoma militia, under 
command of Col. Roy V. Hoffman, tonight 
surrounded the camp of Crasy Snake's band 
of Creek Indians, half breeds, and negroes en- 
trenched in the Hickory hills, seven miles 
from Henryetta, reaching the camp at 9 
o'clock to find it deserted@and every tepee and 
hut in flames. The Indians had fied to a 
stronger position, 

Special trains are in readiness at various 
points to carry reinforcements, which are 
now under arms, to Col. Hoffman, should 
they be needed. Six additional companies 
will be used if necessary. 

The heavily armed troops are determined 
either to capture or exterminate the mur- 
derous band, which since Thursday has 
caused the death of six men, the wounding 
of many others, and brought about a con- 
dition of terror in Henryetta, Pierce, and 
all the surrounding country. 


Redskins Defy the Militia. 

Crazy Snake's men number about 100, all 
armed with modern rifles and plentifully 
supplied with ammunition. They had been 
preparing f two months for this final 
stand against lawful authority, and deflant- 
ly sent out word today that they would fight 
to the death. The militiamen's officers have 
also declared that they will shoot to kill 

Daybreak this morning saw a renewal! in 
the vicinity of Hickory Ground of last even- 
ing’s fight with the followers of Crazy Snake. 
Desultory skirmishing opened the engage- 
ment and in the melee Crazy Snake's 22 year 
old son was captured. The determined depu- 
ties strung up the young chieftain, forcing 
a confession that Marshal Baum of Chetotah 
and Deputy Odow of Eufaula, who were 
killed in last evening’s fight, were shot down 
by Charles Coker, a Seminole Indian. 


Young Chieftain Confesses. 

The young Indian, under duress, furnished 
further information as to the strength of the 
Indian forces and told the officers how to trail 
the band. Crazy Snake’s son is a stalwart, 
intelligent appearing youth. He is an athlete 
and has played football with some of the 
He is a graduate, 
but retains practically all the instincts of his 
native blood. 

A second engagement between officers and 
Indians occurred at 9 o'clock this morning. 
In this fifty shots were exchanged and several 
Indians wounded. Both the Indians and the 
negroes, many of the latter being allied with 
the Creeks, took their wounded into the hills 
and this made it impossible to learn definitely 
what the casualties were. The number of 
the dead since Thursday was tonight placed 
unofficially at six. 

Recover Bodies of Deputies. 

Deputies moved on the house of Crazy 
Snake today with the Object of attacking it. 
They found it deserted, but removed the 
bodies of Marshal Baum and Herman Odom, 
who had been killed the night before. The 
bodies were taken to Eufaula. There was 
evidence that Crazy Snake and the members 
of his family had left hurriedly in the night. 
The deputies captured a number of the chief's 
horses and a large quantity of ammunition. 

Not until today did the people of Henryetta 
realize the serious condition. Threatened by 
raids by some of Craay Snake's men, they 
hurriedly armed, patrolled the roads leading 
to the town, sent to surrounding towns for 
arms and ammunition, and hurried urgent 


to the scene. Not till the soldiers arrived 
this afternoon was the apprehension relieved. 
Then the Indian bands scurried away to avoid 
4 clash with the military, to cast 
their lot with the larger band entrenched 
wee Crasy ** 


4 ee hurried on from Henryetta after 
sending detachments in pursuit of each band 
and placing bloodhounds on the trail of some 


of the Indian leaders. One large band of 


appeals to Gov. Haskell to hasten the militia . 


Indians retreated toward Flat Rock and an- 
other to Lenah. The militia, supplemented 
by numerous posses of deputy sheriffs and 
citizens, started out to complete a circuit 
that would enable them to surround Pierce, 
drive the Indian bands together, and move in 
and crush them. ' 

This first real Indian uprising of years has 
held this portion of the territory on edge for 
three days past, It has been plotted and pre- 
pared for two months. It broke out last 
Thursday, when some deputy sheriffe went 
to Henryetta to arrest some negro cattle 
thieves. They were fited on by negro and 
halfbreed friends of the criminals, and forced 
to beat a hasty retreat. 
| A few hours later the deputies 
with additional forces and were on 
the band, then augmented by a number of 
Crazy Snake's Indians. In this fight three 
were killed and five wounded, according to 
the official reports, although it is thought 
many more Indians were wounded, as scores 
of shots were fired at close quarters. This 
clash resulted in forty-one arrests. 


Two Deputies Killed in Fight. 

Deputies hunted for the leAders and Crazy 
Snake, forced to the wall, determined to 
strike a hard blow in an effort to escape. 
Last night part of his band was run to 
cover by deputies in a search for leaders in 
Thursday's fight. Marshal Baum of Checo- 
tah and Deputy Odom of Eufaula were killed 
in this fight. 

Crazy Snake, or Chitti Harjo, whose Eng- 
lish name is Wilson Jones, is the leader of the 
Snake band of Creek Indians. This band of 
Creeks, unable to speak English, have never 
turned their ‘faees from the old days and 
the old customs. They were opposed to the 


-ermment and refused to take their allot- 
ments. Unable to escape the change, they 
persistently resisted the taxation of their 


property. 

The band has been considered outlaws, and 
only last fall it required the services of 
United States officers and the threats of a 
call for the state militia to quell them during 
a powwow at Hickory Ground, the home of 


Crasy Suake.

ORTHODOXY GETS NEW JOLT 


Dr. Foster Says Men Will Be Bet- 
ter When Jesus Is Forgotten.

Orthodoxy might as well prepare for an- 
other shock. It is on the way. It is coming 
from the University of Chicago; from the 
divinity school of the university at that. 

Dr. George Burman Foster, professor of 
the philosophy of religion, who aroused a 
storm of criticism a year or so ago by his 
book, The Finality of the Christian Re- 
ligion,”” has a new book now in press which 
is still more radical. 

Although Dr. Foster is a Baptist he 
Preaches every Sunday in Third Unitarian 
church. His sermon yesterday was a chap- 
ter from his forthcoming book. His sub- 
ject was The Place of Jesus in the Re- 
ligion of Modern Man.” He spoke of Chris 
tianity as a religion which in time to come 
may die as other religions have and yet the 
world at that time, he said, will be more 
Christian than it is now. Even Jesus, him- 
self, if now on earth, he said, would pur- 
sue a far different course than he pursued 
1900 years ago. 

Turning from Dead Dogmas. 

In the course of his sermon, he said: 

Jesus faced forward. He said nothing 
of a lost paradise or of a fallen Adam or of 
@ golden age in the past: nothing of the 
glory of the sun that was set. Were he alive 
today he would not copy the Jesus of old. 
He who said then ‘ Let the dead past bury 
ite dead,’ and Put not a new wine into old 
bottles, ‘I am come to set a man at variance 
with his father,’ and who condemned bitterly 
the custodians of the past who were not 
creators of a future, were he to walk up 
and down our earth today, would turn away 
from dead dogmas, injurious survivals, 
meaningless customs, moribund churches, 
and make a new future, recreate life, release 
the spirit, and trust a God that loves today.

And yet 
may not the world be more Christian then 
than now, have more faith, hope and love, 
be more sure of the fatherly God, of a broth- 
erly man, of an eternal life, ef a purposeful 
world? May not the stream of spiritual in- 
fluence continue to deepen and widen even 
though the springs of Judah be forgotten?’

‘“* Personally, Adamson's charges don't dis- 
turb me, but I sincerely regret having my 
friends—the Fullers—dragged into it,” was 
Dr. Favill's comment in the evening. 

“I knew wha@they were after many weeks 
ago, and I am not bothering what the peo- 
ple behind this affair are going to do about 
it, but I may take action after they have 
their inning. Weeks ago Edward Sumner, 
a druggist, and James Conkling, a coal 
dealer of Madison, and Mr. Ogilvie, told me 
Detective Tierney was seeking informa- 
tion about the fracas. I made no effort to 
forestall him. Why the detectives should 
have gone to my personal friends is what 


‘puzzles me. They all told him he was on the 


wrong track and he admitted that he was. 
So far I haven't turned a hand about it. 

I have not seen Mr. Fuller since the incli- 
dent, but I know he is my friend. I have 
met his relatives and am the physician of 
those living in Chicago. You see, I had real- 
ly given up my practice in Madison before the 
affair occurred, and whenever I went back 
it was either to visit my mother or attend 
special patients, and I really never have had 
the time to call on Mr. Fuller. 

It occurred some time between the fall of 
1893 and the spring of 1894. During the 
world’s fair year I made mang trips to Chi- 
cago, and my physician friends here kept 
coaxing me to settle here, promising to get 
me some schools. 


No Grievance, Just Cranky. 

Well, I took in a partner at Madison and 
was .gradually turning the business over 
to him. My friends got me an assistant pro- 
fessorship in the Rush Medical college, anda 
professorship in the Chicago Policlinic col- 
lege, and I was just making one of my pericd- 
ical returns to Madison when Ed Fuller met 
me. He had no grievance. He was just 
naturally cranky. I don’t believe he was 
objecting to my bill, and I don’t recall wheth- 
er I evor rendered one or not. You know he 
is a much smaller man than I and there was 
no use paying attention to him. He did not 
strike me, but might have waved his cane 
and gloves in my face. I don’t really recall. 
It's hard to remember back sixteen years. 
The following spring I moved my family 
here, and have had no occasion to meet Ed 
Fuller since.“ 

Dr. Favill graduated from the University 
of Wisconsin in 1880 and from Rush Medical 
college in 1883. In Chicago while a student 
at Rush he became associated with Dr. 
Frank Billings, but after his graduation 
here he returned to Madison and entered 
practice with his father. 


2 Fuller Has Big Interests. 

Mr. Fuller, who is reported to be several 
times a millionaire, is the chief holder of the 
stock in the Fuller & Johnson Manufactur- 
ing company, which makes farming imple- 
ments. He and his father, M. E. Fuller, be- 
sides owning a controlling interest in the 
First Nationa! bank of Madison, are said to 
be connected with other important business 
institutions. 

Mr. Fuller was married to Miss Jessica 
Haskell of Chicago. Mrs. Fuller has fre- 
quently spent the winters in Chicago, it Is 
said. The Fullers always have maintained 
a high place in the society of Madison, re- 
ports from there assert. 

Adamson has not been located in Madison 
for fourteen years. He was made a member 
of the Madison police department in 1887 and 
was promoted to the chief of the Madison 
police from a patrolmanship. He was on the 
job until 1895, when politica! 8 arose 
and he left the city’s employ, subsequently 
going to the Lackawanna with headquarters 
at Scranton, in the capacity of special agent. 


Madison Friend Scouts Story. 

The feeling of Dr. Favill's Madison friends 
is evidenced by this statement, which was 
made by Dr. Louis D. Head, who was in part- 
nership with Dr. Favill at Madison: 

1 don’t -believe that there is a shred of 
truth in the story. I have been long and 
intimately acquainted with Dr. Favill and 
I have never heard of anything which could 
be a basis for Such absurd charges. I know 
that Dr. Favill left Madison for Chicago 
because of the splendid possibilities of prac- 
tice which were opened before him and at 
the advice of Dr. Billings. It certainly was 
not fear of any alleged exposure or anything 
of the kind which caused Dr. Favill to léave 


Madison.“

The sentiment of what le believed to be 
enough of the members of the general as- 
sembly to elect a senator this week, was 
expressed last night by one of the closest 
confidants of Gév. Deneen and simulta- 
neously one of the strongesg of the Hopkins 


forces. 
People Are Weary. 

“Tt is time to quit the funny business,” 
said this senator. ‘‘ The great majority of 
the legislature has been given ocular and 
definite proof that Gov. Deneen will not 
accept the senatorship. The people of the 
state have grown thoroughly weary of the 
jockeying. 

The men who are voting for Senator Hop- 
king are in the strong plurality on the Re- 
publican side. They cannot and will not give 
up. Their constituents do not want them to. 
The state needs a senator at Washington 
who can act with Senator Cullom in the pres- 
ent tariff emergency.

New York, March 28.—The anthracite coal 
operators, who have refused to recognize 
the United Mine Workers of America as an 
organization officially representative of the 
mining employés, today issued the following 
statement setting forth their attitude. 

“When the demand is made that the an- 
thracite operators shall enter ino a contract 
with the United Mine Workers of Ameri- 
ca, it is pertinent to ask what has been 


done by this organization, either as a whole | 


or in the anthracite region, to carry out 
the plan proposed by the strike commission 


of 2 e appointed by 
the t of the United States, consid- 


_ered thoroughly the constitution and the 


character of the union and expressed their 
opinions about it with complete frankness. 

The commission said distinctly that the 
constitution of the United Mine Workers of 
America was not such as to encourage the 
operators to make a contract with it and 
certain. changes that might make sat- 


‘isfactory trade agreements possible were 


recommended to the mine workers: During 
the six years the mine workers have taken 
no steps to carry out these recommendations. 


Says Suggestions Were Ignored. 

“In its official report the commission crit- 
icised various features of the organization 
and said: ‘The present constitution of the 
United Mine Workers of America does not 
present the most inviting in 
the operators to enter into contract rela- 
tions with it.’ 

Following this statement, the commission 
made definite suggestions, one of which was 
‘an organization of anthracite mine work- 
ers, governed by the anthracite mine work- 
ers, and free from control or dictation of 
bituminous mine workers.’ 

„Other practical suggestions were made. 
The mine workers have made no move to 
adopt any of them. By not doing so they 
have failed to do their part in carrying out 
the object of the strike commission—to. 
establish the relations between employers 
and wage workers in the anthracite fields 
on a just and permanent basis. 

“The operators have done their utmost 
to execute the spirit as well as the letter 
of the commission's award, not only in re- 
spect to the direct recOMmendations, but 
in improving general conditions. 


Same Plea Twice Refused. 


In 1906 the mine workers renewed their 
demand for a contract with the United Mine 
Workers of America. In reply the opera- 
tors quoted the strike commission's report, 
calling attention to the criticism of the con- 
stitution and the practices of the union. 

These and other objectiong found by 
the strike commission to such an agree- 
ment,’ said the operators’ committeg in reply 
to the mine workers’ committee in 106, 
‘exist today. It is possible for an organ- 
ization; controlling the bituminous and an- 
thracite miners so to shape its course that 
the bituminous operators can increase wages 
and recoup themselves by an advance in 
price through a strike in the anthracite 
mines.’ 

Again in 1909 the suggestions made by 
the strike commission are still disregarded. 
None of the reforms which it proposed to 
the mine workers has been put into effect. 


GIRL KILLED BY A FALL

Miss Addie Tresch of Clymers, Inde, in 
Chicago on a visit, was fatally injured last 
night when she fell or was pushed from a 
moving south bound Halsted street car at 
Seventy-sixth street.

and property. She exonerated her husband, 
James Farmer, also under sentence of death 
for the same crime. 

Mrs. Farmer occupies alone, save for the 
death watch, a cell that adjoins the execu- 


tion chamber; there to remain until she tr ‘ 


summoned to walk to the chair, twenty feet 
away, afew minutes after 6 o'clock tomorrow 


The details of the confession of the woman 
have not even been intimated, and are known 
only to the Rev, John J. Hickey, der spirit- 
ual adviser, and Warden George W. Benham, 
both of whom decline to talk other than to 
admit that Mrs. Farmer has made a.confes- 
sion of her guilt, which will be given to the 
press after the execution. | 


Story of the Crime. 

Mrs. Farmer will have been the second 
woman to meet death in the electric chair. 
The crime for which she. will give her life 
was the murder of Mre. Sarah Brennan, a 
neighbor, in the village of Brownville, Jeffer- 
son county, about four miles from Water- 
town, on April 23, 1908. ; 

Mrs. Brennan and her husband, Patrick, 
lived in a house nearby which was owned by 
Mrs. Brennan. The families occasionally 
visited. Mrs. Brennan kept the deed to her 
property, insurance papers, and a savings 
bank book in a black oilcloth pocketbook. 

In October, 1907, Mrs. Farmer went to a 
lawyer’s office in Watertown, produced a 
deed to the Brennan property, and, imper- 
sonating Mrs. Brennan, had the deed trans- 
ferred to James D. Farmer, signing the name 
“Sarah Brennan.“ 


Seen Entering Farmer’s Home. 

On the day of the crime Mrs. Brennan's 
husband left early for his work, his wife tell- 
ing him she was going to visit a dentist in 
Watertown. She was seen to leave her home 
and enter the Farmer house. She was never 
seen aliye again. 

Brennan upon his return from work was 
unable to get into his house. The keys his 
wife was.in the habit of leaving were not 
in their accustomed place. While he was

Brennan finally secured a ladder, entered 
a second story window, and occupied the 
house that nigttt. The next morning he went 
to work as usual. 

Mrs. Farmer that same morning took the 
ollcloth pocketbook and with her husband 
went to Watertown, where they had an at- 
torney prepare papers ordering Brennan off 
the premises. 


Find Body in Trunk. 

Brennan went to Watertown and made 
inquiries for his wife, but failed to find her 
and then reported the matter to tie district 
attorney's office. 

On the following Monday the sheriff vis- 
ited the Farmers and asked Mrs. Farmer 
to produce the deeds, and after some delay 
she pulled the black ollcloth envelope from 
a cradle and showed the papers. Then a 
search of the house was begun. 

Inquiry was made in regard to-a trunk tied 
with a clothesline. The rope was removed, 


the lock broken, and in the trunk the sheriff 
found the body of Mrs. Brennan fully 
dressed. She had been killed with an ax. 
Farmer and his wife were arrested.

The instructions given to the agents forbid 


them to presume a man guilty of violation of 


law. They are required to keep their own 


counsel and report facts and not suspicions 
to the department. If the charges be sup- 
ported by sufficient evidence prosecution will 
follow, no matter what the position of the 
offender may be. 


Warner to Be Retained. 

In the interest of efficient administration, 
Mr. Ballinger is making few changes in the 
personnel of his department. Thus he has 
given assurances that Vespasian Warner of 
Illinois, the commissioner of pensions, is to 
be retained in his present office. This deci- 
sion unquestionably will be gratifying to the 
old soldiers and acceptable to the country. 
Mr. Warner has rved as commissioner for 
four years. During that period he has re- 
duced the operating expenses of his bureau 
more than $3,000,000, while at the same time 
executing new orders and laws under wich 
thousands of names have been added to the 
pension rolls. 

When Mr. Warner assumed office the work 
of the bureau was one year behind. Today 
it is up to date. As an indication of what 
he has done, the attention of the secretary 
was called to the way in which he had en- 
forced the act of Feb. 6, 1907, which grants 
pensions to persons who served ninety days 
or more in the army or navy during the civil 
war, or sixty days in the Mexican war. 

From the date of the approval of this act 
to June 30 last, 431,183 applications were filed 
for pensions or increase of pensions. All 
but 16,909 had been disposed of when the 
fiscal year closed. Not a single complaint 
hag been received from any source in conneo- 
tion with Mr. Warner’s administration, and 
the president and Secretary Ballinger believe 
it desirable under the circumstances that he 
should remain in the public service. 


Two Other Aids Retained.  — 
Two other subordinates of Secretary Bal - 
Unger have been requested to remain—Fred 
Dennett of North Dakota, commissioner of 
the general land office, and Francis E. 
Leupp, commissioner of Indian affairs. Mr. 
- Dennett was assistant commissioner when 
Mr. Ballinger was the commissioner two 
years ago. He is in entire sympathy with 
the policies of his superior.

Hudson and Manhattan Road 
Will Test the New Plan. 


HEEDS DEMAND OF FAIR SEX 


- 


President McAdoo Says Aim Is to Solve 
Problems as They Arise. 


New York, March 28.—[Special.]—Presi- 
dent McAdoo of the Hudson and Manhattan 
railroad company, not content with the In- 
terborough’s plans for extending the present 
subway, has rubbed it in by announcing that 
on his.company’s lines cars will be reserved 
exclusively for women. 

Several weeks ago the Women's Munfcipal 
league asked the public service commission 
to issue an order reserving the rear car of 
every subway train for women. President 
Shonts of the Interborough company and his 
colleagues ridiculed the suggestion. They 
told the commission any attempt to provide 
cars for women only would be a failure and 
that it would lead to still further delayg in 
the operation of subway trains. 


May Order Interborough to Act. 

Representatives of the Women’s Munici- 
pal league have, however, been 80 pefsis- 
tent in their demands that the commission 
has decided to give them an opportunity 
to be heard and for that reason have is- 
sued an order that the Interborough com- 
pany make good its contentions by show- 
ing cause within ten days why a peremptory 
order should not be issued for attaching a 
woman’s car on every subway train. 

Mr. McAdoo voluntarily decided to have 
cars on the Hudson lines from which men 
will be barred. In the stations of the Hud- 
son company this notice will be posted to- 
morrow: 

Beginning March 81, 1909, and continu- 
ing until further notice the rear car on 
every train leaving Hoboken for New York 
between 7 a. m. and 9 a. m. and leaving 
Twenty-third street and Sixth avenue, New 
York, between 4:30 p. m. and 7 p. m. will be 
reserved for the exclusive use of women.” 

It also will be stated in the notice that 
porters will be employed on the Hoboken 
and Twenty-third street stations to help 
women, particularly those who have been 
phopping. in carrying parcels and in board- 
ing or leaving trains. These porters, to dis- 
tinguish them from the regular platform 
porters, will wear red caps. 


McAdoo Talks of Plan, 

Mr. McAdoo in making known today his 
new arrangement said: 

„we believe that progressive railroad 
management demands that the new prob- 
lems, as they arise, should be met and 
solved rather than be disregarded or post- 
poned. When the suggestion about separate 
cars for women first was made we doubted 
its practicability. After careful considera-

One Woman’s Opinion. 

I don’t believe in suffrage, said one small, 
blond pink tea consumer yesterday, show- 
ing on her person several yards of gloves and 
a short stretch of embroidered stocking, 
and I’m not sure about protest, but I know 
that if the women would ask those senators 
and people when they met them at dinners 
and receptions to keep gloves and stoékings 
from getting more expensive it would have 
some weight.“ 

And no one disputed her statement, her 
audience being composed of women familiar 


with Washington society, where it is said 


the whole trend of national affairs has be- 
fore this been changed by the coap of a dim- 
pled hand, although the record of it is not 
found in history. 

At any rate, the women are to make the 
fight of their lives. Then are pausing only 
to inform themselves first hand on what the 
situation is. They will be primed with the 
real facts, however they use them, and they 
are mastering them first hand from the text 
of the proposed tariff bill. Hundreds of 
copies have been given out in the last few 
days, and a visit with the women in their 
boudoirs will disclose Where most of them 
have gone. 


Shows Effect on Gloves. 

New light has been thrown on the effects 
of the proposed increase in the duty on 
leather gloves through a statement which 
was made during the day by one of the best 
posted men on the glove tradein the country. 

Previous to the McKinley bill fine gloves 
were made in the United States, especial! 
in New York City,“ he said. “ They werk 
not made in large quantities, and were chiefly 
confined to men’s gloves in glace real kid. 

The highly skilled labor necessary for the 
manufacture of these fine gloves could not be 
found in the United States, and most, if not 
all, of the cutters were foreigners. The same 
is true today, and practically all the table 
cutters working in New York City and the 
majority of those in Fulton county, New 
York, are foreigners. In one of the largest 
factories of Gloversville 90 per cent of them 
are foreigners—Germans, Italians, Czecha, 
Belgians, French, and English. 

Whatever be the amount of protection 
extended to the glove industry in this coun- 
try, the proportion will remain about the 
same, because the table cutters, although 
their union is no longer in existence, will not 
teach the art of cutting, which requires at 
least two years to learn thoroughly, to Amer- 
icans. 

Change Would Be Gradual. 

“Should the duty on women’s and chil- 
dren's gloves be raised to the present duty on 
men's gloves the results would ultimately be 
the same as was reached on men's gloves. 

“In the beginning, the domestic manufac- 
turers would not be able to get sufficient help 
to meet the demand for the finer grades of 
gloves, but gradually cutters and sewers 
would be induced to emigrate from Europe 
and the importations would drift down to 10 
or 18 per cent of what they are now. 

That the cutters and sewers earn more in 
Fulton county than they do in the European 
glove center there can be no doubt; other- 
wise so mary of them would not have im- 
migrated to this country. 

The proposal to continue or place new ad- 
ditional and cumulative duties on gloves for 
hand sewing, pique sewing, prix seam sew- 
ing, embroideries on the backs, does not ap- 
pear to be justified: Hand sewn gloves are 
certainly not made to any extent in this 
country and we had never heard of any be- 
fore reading the affidavit affixed to the brief 
of the glovers’ association.” 


MRS. LESTER WALLACK DEAD. 


Widow of Famous Actor Who Controlled 
Theater for Years Dies in New 
York Home. 


New York, March 28.—[Special.)—Mrs. 
Lester Wallack, widow of John Lester Wal- 
lack, the famous actor who for many years 
controlled. :-Wallack’s theater, died this 
morning at her home, 7 West One Hundred 
and First street. She was 84 years old. At 
her bedside were Mrs. Sewall, a daughter, 
and Lester Wallack Jr., grandson of the 
actor. Mrs. Wallack was the daughter of 
John W. Millais of England. 


President Will Use Diplomacy in 
Dealing with Congress. 


LITTLE TALK; MUCH WORK. 


Chief Executive Hopes to Have as Much 
Done as Predecessor. 


Washington, D. C., March 28.—[ Special. 
Mr. Taft has been in the White house twenty- 
four days. From the moment of his election, 
perhaps before, Mr. Taft knew his conduct 
of the presidential office would be different 
from Mr. Roosevelt’s. The difference was 
due to a temperamental inability of Mr. Taft 
to pursue the methods of Mr. Roosevelt. 

Mr. Taft made no secret of this to his pred- 
ecessor, who understood and acquiesced. 
Mr. Taft hopes to accomplish things by ways 
and means entirely at variance with the 
ways and means pursued by Mr. Roosevelt. 
There would be no t for saying that 
he disapproves of Mr. velt's own pecu- 
liar methods. He has said nothing to indi- 
cate anything of the sort. 

Without regard to whether Mr. Taft was in 
or out of sympathy with his predecessor's 
methods of obtaining the adoption of policies, 
it is well understood among Mr. Taft's 
friends that he feels that any effort on his 
part to follow Mr. Roosevelt's plan of get- 
ting action would not be successful. 

Mr. Roosevelt's plan was his own, and he 
not only has the copyright on it but holds the 
secret. In his dealings with congress Mr. 
Taft will confine himself to methods by which 
he expects to accomplish his desires as quick- 
4 — ae effecively as if he wielded the big 
stic 

In demanding the support of Republican 
congressman, Mr. Taft has not laid down the 
rule that he must command and they obey 
without question. He is represented as will- 
ing to concede there are bound to be honest 
differences of opinion over the character and 
scope of proposed legislation, and to hold at 
the same time the differences can be har- 
monized when the disputants keep in mind 
that they are enlisted in a common cause. 


OLDEST G. A. R. MAN DEAD. 


Justus D. Andrus of Meade Post Was 
95 Years Old—Served Through- 
out the War. 


Justus D. Andrus, believed by his friends to 
be the oldest member of the G. A. R., died 
yesterday at the residence of his son, 397 East 
Sixty-second street. 

Mr. Andrus was born in 1814. He passed 
much of his life upon a farm in Crystal Lake, 
where his body will be buried tomorrow. 
During the civil war he served as second lieu- 
tenant in the One Hundred and Twenty- 
fourth Illinois volunteers. 

After the war he served for a time as dep- 
uty sheriff of Kane county. He was a mem- 
ber of Meade Post, G. A. R. One son and one 
daughter survive him.

Upon Measure. 


DECIDE ON SOME CHANGE 


Republican Committee Members 
Modify the Maximum and 
Minimum Clause. 


Washington, D. C., March 28.—[{ Special. }— 
President Taft and the leaders in congress 
are concerned over the situation confronting 

in their effort to push the Payne tariff 
bill to passage. The m has deen sub- 
jected to a hot fire in the and criticised 
by members of the senate. 

Conditions in the house, as far as the tariff 
is concerned, are chaotic. Speaker Cannon 
has advised the committee en ways and 
means that the bill should be put through as 
soon as possible under special closure rules. 


The committee is not disposed to favor the | 


rule at the present, fearing such extreme 
action might stir up trouble which would 
result in a bitter fight on the part of mem- 
bers who are angry over the consideration 
of the schedules of the bil. 

President Taft and Speaker Cannon hada 
conference on the subject of tarif today. It 
followed a brief talk made by the speaker to 
the Repubjican members of the committee on 
ways and means. Judging from the expres- 
sions heard by the president and the speaker 
the country is insistent that the tariff bill 
shall be passed without delay. Some of those 
who are urging haste are contending at the 

ame time that the measure shall be amended 
in important particulars: 


Republicans Discuss the Bill. 

The Republican members of the committee 
on ways and means held a long 
day. The Payne bill itself, the situation in 
the house, the demand for amendments and 
the desirability of holding a Republican cau- 
cus with the view of determining what modi- 
fications should be made to the measure all 
were given consideration. Chairman Payne 
and his colleagues were inclined to the be- 
lief that in the main the house bill should 
be passed practically as reported. 

It was concluded today to limit and modify 
section four of the bill relating to the maxi- 
mum and minimum provisions. It was dis- 
covered soon after the bill was introduced 
that if it passed in its original form the 
maximum duties would be applied to the 
products *from countries that gave preferen- 
tial advantages to goods from their colonies 
or dependencies. As the bill was amended 
today, no retaliatory measures are author- 
ized in case the countries that accord mini- 
mum rates to their own colonies and depen- 
dencies deny them to the United States. In 
other words the bill, as amended, recognizes 
colonies and dependencies as integral parte 
of the mother country. 

Other amendments agreed to by the Re- 


publican members of the committee today 


were to correct f 1] errors. 

The provisions in the bill placing hides on 
the free list, the drawback section, and the 
demand for free lumber were discussed at 
length. Committeemen also gave considera- 
tion to protests against the 8 and d cent 
duty on tea and the demands that, instead 
ot a duty on tea, congress should increase the 
tax on beer from 81 to $2 a barrel. 


Coffee Duty Is Considered. 

Earnest consideration was given alsq to 
the proposition that a specific duty should be 
imposed on coffee. In this connection the 
Republicans find themselves in a difficult po- 
sition. The Democrats have used the pro- 
posed duty on tea as the text for their cry 
against “taxing the workman’s breakfast 
table.” 

Coffee is an available and a taxable com- 
modity upon which the committee looks with 
a — eye, and the Republicans are re- 
strained from taxing it only by the fear that 
such action would excite adverse comment 
all over. It is their expectation, however, 
that when the tariff 1.1] finally becomes a law 
coffee will carry a specific duty, tea will be 
admitted free, and probably the internal rev- 
enue taxation on beer will be doubled. 

Prohibition sentiment throughout the 
country is excited over the provision in 
the Payne bill putting a customs duty on 
tea and leaving undisturbed the internal 
revenue taxation on beer. A combination 
has been formed in the house with a view to 
taking the duty off tea and doubling the tax 
on beer. The leaders realize it will be a diffi- 
cult combination to beat: It is made up in 
part of Democratic members from the south, 
Repyblicans from the northwest, and cer- 
tain representatives from New England. The 
combination is strong numerically. 

No conclusion was reached as to whether 
a caucus of all Republican members to con- 
sider the tariff bill shall be held. It depends 
on developments in the coming week. Be- 
ginning tomorrow. the house will meet at 10 
o'clock until further notice.

Government Publication Collates 
Data from Jamestown’s

Washington, D. C., March 28.—[Special.]— 
That the Smiths were the most numerous 
of erican families in the earliest days is 

ntained in VE torencoming volume under 
census bureau auspices. 

Facts and figures of the volume go back 
almost to the days of Capt. John Smith, the 
first Smith of them all, but the New England 
Smiths have their innings along with the rest 


of the connection. 
By the year 1790, when the first federal 
census was taken, more than 5,000 Smith 


families rejoiced in that ancestral patrony- 
mic, and the sum total of individual Smiths 
under the stars and stripes was more than 
23,000, despite the then comparative sparse- 
ness of American population : ‘in the aggre- 
gate. 

The Browns were a good 50 in numer- 
ousness of these original Americans dealt 
with in the book announced under the title of 
“The First Census of the United States; 
1790 Davis, Jones, and Johnson come 
next in order. 

The forthcoming publication is supple- 
mental to the series of pamphlets containing 
the names of the heads of families at the 
first cehsus. It contains a discussion of the 
conditions of the republic at the period of 
the first federal census; presents the his- 
tory of census taking in the United States in 
colonial days; discusses the debates in the 
first congress over the law authorizing the 
census; and presents for the,first time the 
complete results of the census, with much 
material from the original schedules, which, 
under the application of modern methods of 
research and tabulation, reveal many facts 
not before available. 


Smiths and Browns Tabulated. 
The importance of the Smiths, Browna, 
Davises, Joneses, Johnsons, et al.’ 
their tabulation as follows:

In the states for which 8 ot the 
first census remain there were in 1790 27,340 
surnames. Of this number almost half—11. 
984 names—appeared but once, thus each 
represented but one family. 

The analysis by nationality as shown by 
names indicates that the English stock com- 
posed 83.5 per cent of all the white popula- 
tion at the period of the first census, and if 
the Scotch and Irish be added the British 
stock represented a littie more than 90 per 
cent, while the Germans contributed slightly 
less than 6 per cent and the Dutch 2 per cent. 

In fact, so great was the British preponder- 
ance in practically all of the New England 


states that the other nationalities were neg- 


ligible. In no other section of the union was 
the British element so strong as in New 
England, a fact strikingly in contrast with 
the conditions which prevail in that section 
at the present time. 

Were it feasibie to make an analysis of the 
population of the southern states in 1900 
similar to that made from the schedules of 
the first census, in order to obtain percent- 
ages comparable with it, it Is probable that

After the 
lapse of approximately two centuries there 
was an aggregate population of 3,900,000, oc- 
cupying more than 800,000 square miles of 
territory. In 1650 more than half of the in- 
habitants were in the New England colonies 
and most of the remeinder in Virginia; but 
from that date the proportion In New — 
land steadily declined, and the proportion in 
the southern colonies increased. 

Three cities of the Atlantic seaboard have 
continwed from earlier times to the present 
as leaders in that region not only the 
number of their inhabitants but also in pros- 
perity and influence. From its foundation in 
1680 until the middle of the eighteenth cen- 
tury Boston was the most populous town 
in the erican colonies. Philadelphia then 
took the lead, which it retained until it in 
turn — passed by New York, after the es- 
tablishment of constitutional government, 
Hence each of these three cities at some 
period has been the leader in population. 

All of the great area lying south of the 
Potomac must be regarded as having been 
distinctly rural in the colonial period. In 
North Carolina, one of the larger common- 
wealths, even as late as 1790 no community 
existed in which the population exceeded 


2,000 inhabitants. 
Sex Data and Birth Ratios. 


In 17p0, 50.9 per cent of the population was 
male and 49.1 per cent female. In 1900 the 
proportion for the entire United States had 
changed but little, being 50.2 per cent male 
and 40.8 per cent female. 

On the basis of the proportion shown in 1900 
there would have been, in 1790, 818,000 chil- 
dren, as compared with more than 1,500,000 
actually enumerated. The twelfth census 
showed less than 24,000,000 children in the 
United States. If the people of the republic 
were as prolific as they were 100 years ago. 
there would have been over 15,000,000 more 
children in the United States than were actu- 
ally reported. 7 

In 1700 the aggregate population of the 
three leading cities—Boston. New York, and 
Philadelphia—was approximately 16,500. 
Ninety years later the aggregate population 
of these three cities was 95,000. In 1900 the 
population of the three was 6.291. 791, An 
increase of 80,000 in the first century of ex- 
istence is ther@fore to be compared with an 
increase of 5,200,000 in the second. 

The population of the United States in- 
creased nineteenfold from 1790 to 1900, and 
nearly tenfold in the area enumerated at the 
first census. The increase of the New Eng- 
land states has been slightly more than 
fivefold, that of the middle states fifteenfold, 
and of the southern atates a little more than 
sixfold. 


White and Black Population. 


The white population of the United States 
increased from 3,172,444 in 1790 to 66,800,196 
in 1900, or 2,011.6 per cent; the negro popu- 
lation increased during the same period from 
757,378 to 8,833,904, or 1,067.8 per cent. 

The total value of all property in the re- 
public at the period of the first census was 
probably not less than 6500. 000.000 and not 
more than $700,000,000. The standards of 
value at that time were much less than they 
are now. Hence, In terms of present values, 
it is probable that all property in 1790 was 
worth approximately one billion to one 
billion and a quarter dollars. The total per 
capita wealth in 1790 was about $171—in 
New England, $138; in the middie states, 


$145; in the south, $217; but on the basis of | 


present money tables these figures should at 
least be doubled. 

The number of slaves in the United States 
in 1700 was approximately 700,000. - Slaves 
were owned in each state und territory of the 
union except Vermont, Massachusetts, and 
the district of Maine. About one-fourteenth 
of all the slaves in the United States were 
owned outside of the southern states.

John Temple Graves Makes Plea 
Here for Equal Suffrage. 


HITS AT MAKERS OF TARIFF

Sees a Disertmination Against Femi- 
nine Wearing Apparel. 


The woman who wants to vote and who 
insists on the same privileges as man, last 
night received an oratorical eulogy from 
John Temple Graves of New York that 
should“ boost her suffrage enthusiasm to 
the highest pitch. 

The former Independence party candidate 
for the vice presidency spoke before the Chi- 
cago Sunday Evening club at Orchestra hall 
on the subject of “ Providence in Woman's 
Forward Movement.“ and, while he mixed 
the frivolous with the serious, he came out 
strongly in favor of votes for women and 
declared that the trend of progress could 
only result in equal rights for the fair sex. 
Mr. Graves also took occasion to score old 
bachelors, declaring that these unhappy 
creatures were freaks and monstrosities and 
that there was little hope for them in this 
world and absolutely none in the world to 
come. He jumped from this to the Payne 
tariff bill and said that if the women only 
had the right to vote now the “ politicians ”’ 
at Washington would not dare to put a high 
tax on things that go toward making wom- 
an's comfort. 


Says Solons Hit at Women. 
“Those politicians at Washington,” said 
the speaker, who tread lightly around the 
palatial offices of the Standard Oil com- 
pany, are putting the burden of high tariff 
on stockings and women’s garments for the 
simple reason that women cannot vote and 
defend themselves. 

“Do you suppose that these Washington 
solons would dare insult the women of this 
country by such an unjust and crue! tariff 
if the fair sex had the equal right of suf- 
trage? You know they wouldn't. They think 
that they cannot injure themselves by this 
tariff, but as surely as I am speaking now 
if this tariff bill becomes a law the women 
will revenge themselves.“

The agreement of the powers is based on 
proposals made by Sir Edward Grey, the 
British foreign secretary, to Baron von 
Aehrenthal, the Austro-Hungarian minister 
of foreign affairs, for the settlement of the 
difficulty between Austria and Servia. 


Advise Servia to Yield. 

The representatives of the powers tomor- 
row will advise Servia to make a declara- 
tion to the administration at Vienna, sup- 
plementary to the Serviar note of March 14. 

In this note Servia referred Austria to her 
previous note to the powers, dated March 11, 
and in the latter note Servia, while with- 
drawing her demand for compensation and 
setting forth that she did not desire to pro- 
voke war, still maintained that the question 
of the annexation of Bosnia and Herzegovina 
should be regulated by the powers. 

In addition, a complete agreement has 
been reached with respect to the abroga- 
tion of article 25 of the Berlin treaty, and 
the suggestions of Austria on this subject 
will be communicated to the signatories of 
the treaty.

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ADULT PAROLE. 

The adult parole bill drafted by Chief 
Justice Olson and approved of by the other 
Municipal court judges is now before the 
legislature. It should become a law, 80 
that the humane ideas it embodies may 
be given a fair trial. Other bills relating 
to thie subject have been introduced, but 
the Olson one deserves the preference. 
It goes as far in a new direction as is 
safe at first. 

The authority to parole is corferred 
upon judges only in the case of offenders 
who have not been previously convicted. 
The most serious crime in which a parole 
can be granted is burglary where the 
place robbed is other than a business 
house or dwelling house and the value of 
the property taken does not exceed $200. 
Impetuous reformers would like to have 
a law which took in about every kind of 
crime, but manifestly it is better to begin 
on a limited scale. 

The conditions which a judge may im- 
pose on an offender whom he has released 
on parole are strictly specified. That is 
n .

Even if the greatest pains shall be takea 
some probationers will relapse, but others 
who would otherwise spend a year or 
two in the bridewell or penitentiary, and 
almost inevitably be enlisted permanently 
in the army of crime, will be saved to the 
community and themselves. They will 
have an opportunity to make amends for 
their first offense outside of prison and 
will avail themselves of it.

The lumbermen understand this; the 
farmers will not. All it means is that 
Canada forbids the exportation of logs, 
which are on the free list, and that the 
framers of the tariff bill hope that the 
lowering of the lumber duty may induce 
Canada to permit their exportation. Can- 
ada began py putting an export duty on 
logs. An attempt was made in the Ding- 
ley law to force the dominion to take off 
the duty. It was provided that the 
amount of the duty should be added to 
the duties on Canadian lumber. 

This retaliatory scheme did not work. 
The response of the Canadian govern- 
ment was to take off the duty and pro- 
hibit exports. That prohibition dealt a 
severe blow to important industries in 
Saginaw and many other_Michigan ‘cities. 
It deprived them of an opportunity to get 
at low freight rates an abundant and 
‘cheap supply of their raw material, It

The Canadian policy is easily under- 
stood. It is due to a wish to foster a 
home industry. The dominion. govern- 
ment would like to see Canadian logs 
Converted into lumber in Canadian rather 
than American sawwills. That would 
mean more work for Canadians. 

The United States made logs free many 
years ago, hoping to get a supply of raw 
material for American sawmills, but thus 
far it has failed. 

So if the tariff bill were to pass as it 
stands it would depend’ on the dominion 
government whether the farmers got 
cheaper lumber. If Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
were to be of the opinion that, all things 
considered, it would be better for Cana- 
dian interests to accept the lower lumber 
duties and let the United States have all 
the logs it could buy, there would be 
cheaper lumber and several industries 
would be given new life. If Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier were to oppose the repeal of the 
prohibitory order, everything would re- 
main as it is. 

So if the lumbermen who are opposing 
the lower duty shall be beaten at Wash- 
ington, as they should be, they can urge 
their Canadian confrpres to. make a fight 
for them at Ottawa. They, being protec- 
tionists, will try to keep the prohibition 
order in force. So the farmer, though de- 
serving of cheaper lumber, must not be 
too sure of getting it. 


THE TUBERCULIN TEST. 

The legislature has an undisputed right 
to appoint a commission to investigate the 
efficacy of the tuberculin test required 
by the city milk ordinances. It would be 
a good idea to have one. The evidence 
of the value of the test which, would be 
submitted, to a commission would compel 
it to make a report recommending that all 
the cities and towns in the state should 
insist on it. Chicago did not move in 
the matter until it had satisfied itself that 


‘the preventive measures it has adopted 


were needed for the protection of its cit- 
izens against tuberculosis. 

But while the legislature is investigating 
it should not interfere with the intelli- 
gent efforts which this city is making for 
the preservation of the pwhblic health. The 
needs of the community in that particu- 
lar are better understood by the local 
government than they are by the legis- 
lature. The city has plenary power “to 
do all acts, make all regulations which 
may be necessary or expedient for the 
promotion of health, or the suppression of 
disease.” This is authority it ought to 
have, and it should not be restricted. 

It is said in the resolution for the ap- 
pointment of a commission that the action | 
taken by Chicago has caused injury to the 
people of the city. They are not com- 
plaining of protection against tuberculosis. 
It 1s alleged that the dairy interests of 
the state are threatened. It should not 
be seriously contended that those inter- 
ests can be threatened by the weeding out 
of diseased milch cows. The Danish 
dairymen argued after that fashion at the 
beginning. Now they are convinced that 
it is more profitable to put on the mar- 
ket milk which is above suspicion than 
milk which may be a carrier of disease. 


A POWERFUL EDUGATIONAL FACTOR 

President Eliot’s annual report prob- 
ably is the most important publication in 
the domain of American education. The 
primacy of Harvard is ré@cogrfized in a 
good many ways. The power of its retir- 
ing president has been tremendous. 
When his administration: is reviewed with 
sympathetic analysis the evidences of his 
influence are astonishing both for their 
number and their variety. 

There is just reason for pride in pub- 
lishing a list of twenty-nine educational 


institutions whose presidents hold Har- 


yard degrees given for work in course at 
Cambridge. It is easy to see what that 
means in the way of extension of Har- 
yard ideas, many of which might be called 
Eliot ideas. But the influence is far 
reaching among those other than Harvard 
graduates who are intrusted with admin- 
istration all over the land and who find 
in the annual report of Harvard's presi- 
dent suggestion: and inspiration. 

In “hitting the line,” however, Presi- 
dent Eliot does not appear to gain many 
yards. He has attacked college football 
with vehemence year after year. He has 
made little progress apparently. But he 
may have been looking far ahead to the 
game of year after hext.

his place in the line of succession, 80 as to 
be able tagwed the object of his adoration, 
are matters of history.

But there are relatively few precedents 
for the remarkable step just taken by young 
George of Servia. Prince William of Hohen- 
zollern, who has just becbme a widower, was 
elected by the Roumanians as successor to 
his uncle, King Charles. But after spend- 
ing a couple of years at Bucharest asc 
prince he developed such a distaste fo 
people who were to be his subjects and h 
a “ Heimweh,” or homesickness, for the Va- 
terland, that he insisted upon renouncing 
his position in Roumania to his younger 
brother, Ferdinand. é 

A much more famous case is that of the 
Czarovitch Constantine Paulovitch. To this 
day the true reasons for his sup@rsession by 
his younger brother, Nicholas, remain 
shrouded in mystery. According to some, it 
was due to his morganatic marriage with the 
lovely Polish countess, Jeanne Grudzinska, 
created Princess Lovicz, after being di- 
vorced from his Saxe-Coburg consort. Ac- 
cording to others, it was because he him- 
self was convinced that his ungovernable 
temper and his leaning towards the orient 
rather than to the occident, also the deficien- 
cies of his education, unfitted him for the 
difficult role of emperor. There are still 
others who attribute his act of renunciation 
to remorse for complicity in the murder of 
his crazy father, Paul I.; while according to 
yet another story, he made way for Nich- 
olas because he had pledged himself to grant 
@ constitutional form of government to the 
people, and had become convinced that if he 
fulffiled his pledges it would be fatal to his 
dynasty and to the nation. 

— 

Certain it is that the so-called Decembrist 

conspiracy which signalized the commence- 
ment of the reign of his brother, Nicholas, 
Was Organized and composed almost ent fre- 
ly of nobles and officers who were -clamor- 
ng for a constitution, and who were bent 
upon placing Constantine on the throne in 
order that Rutsia might be endowed with a 
popular form of government. The watchword 
of the conspiracy was Constantine and the 
Constitution,“ and so great was the popular 
ignorance which prevailed in those days in 
Russia that many of the lower classes of 
the people, who had been induced by their 
superiors to take part in the revolutionary 
rising, were convinced that Constitution 
was the name of the lovely Polish wife of 
Grand Duke Constantine. „* 

Just what kind of an emperor Constantine 
would have made it is impossible to say. 

His looks and manners were against him 
and he had none of the polish, comelineas, 
and majestic presence of hig elder brother, 
Alexander I., and of his younger brother, 
Nicholas I. But he was a successful gen- 
eral, and, although not the eldest som of a 
czar, received nevertheless the title of czar- 
ovitch from Alexander I., in recognition of 
his victories on the fleld of battle. In Poland 
he was well liked and ruled the country with 
ability and judgment, assisted by his sec- 


cluded Jews and Lutheran pastors. 
Hauke's daughter became, through her 
elopement and morganatic marriage with 
Prince Alexander of Hesse, the mother of the- 
various Battenberg princes; one of whom 
ruled for a time over Bulgaria, another is 
admiral commanding the channel squadron 
of the English navy, while still another 
brother, now dead, was the father of the 
young queen of Spain.

Lady Elcho, who is now staying at Wash- 
ington with her son, Hugo Francis Charteris, 
one of the secretaries of the British embassy, 
is a daughter of the Hon. Percy Wyndham of 
Clouds, in Wiltshire, is through him a grand- 
daughter of the first Lord Leconfield, and is 
familiar to many people in this country 
through one of John 8. Sargent's master- 
pieces, the painting in question representing 
her and her two sisters, Lady Tennant and 
Mrs. Charles Adeane. The picture was the 
feature of the Royal academy exhibition of 
some twelve years ago, where it was desig- 
nated by King Edward (then prince of 
Wales) as The Three Graces,” a title well 
merited, which has stuck to Lady Elcho and 
to her two fascinating and gifted sisters 
ever since. 

Lord Elcho is the eldest son and heir of 
that wonderful old Scotch grand seigneur, 
the earl of Wemyss and March, who is now 
in his ninety-first year, and who, when 82, 
attempted matrimony for a second time by 
marrying a Miss Grace Blackburn. When in 
the ordinary course of events this hale 2 
hearty Scottish chieftain is gathered to 
fathera, his son will become tenth earl of 
Wemyss and sixth earl of March, while Hugo 
Charteris, now at Washington, will blossom 
forth as Lord Elcho, 

Lord Elcho and his father, Lord Wemyss, 
whose name should be pronounced as 
Weems are descended from that Sir Da- 
vid Wemyss, who, in the thirteenth century, 
was one of the Scotch magnates chosen to 
convey Queen Margaret, the maid of Nor- 
way, from Scandinavia to Scotland, on 
her accession in her mother’s right to the 
Scottish crown. \ 

The territory or shire of Wemyss is situ- 
ated on the north shore of the firth, or forth, 
and is gaid to derive its name from the caves 
in its rocky coast, the walle of which are 
sculptured with the work of early Christian 
missionaries, to whom they furnished shel- 
ter. The first member of the Wemyss fam)- 
ly to bear the title of earl was Bir John 
Wemyss, who was created ear of Wemyss 
and Baron Elcho by Charles I., in Spite of 
which he sided with the parliamentarians 
against his royal master. The fourth earl 
was Queen Anne's lord high admiral! of Scot- 
land and one of the commissioners fot con- 
cluding the treaty of union between England 
and Scotland. The fifth earl married the 
daughter and heiress of Col. Francis Char- 
teris of Amisfield, and it ig from that time 
forth that the Wemysses have always borne 
the name of Charteris in conjunction with. 
their former patronymic,

It seems a pity that so illustrious and his- 
toric a oe as that of Wemyse should 
have seen fit to assume the name of Charteris 
and to thus provide for the perpetuation of 
the connection of their family with so in- 
famous a creature as the Col. Francis Char- 
teris in question, whose misdeeds are famll- 
far to all students of the works of Pope, Gil- 
vay, end of Hogarth. This Col. Charteris 
began lite in the English army, but was 
drummed out of his regiment for cheating at 
cards, thereupon entering a Dutch regiment, 
from which he was expelled for stealing. On 
his return to Scotland his father purchased 
him a commission in the Third regiment of 
foot guards, but the officers in that corps 
refused to enrol! him or to hold any com- 
munication with him. Heeventually got into 
some other regiment, obtained by purchase

The play is supposed to be a reflection of 
Chicago life, and it is a fairly faithful and 
correct one in so far as certain phases of our 
business stress and strain are concerned.

Henry Miller brought The Great Divide 2

Fatally Wounds Man and Wife 
After Latter Repulsed Him. 


FIREMEN CATCH FUGITIVE. 


Woman Says She Had Reported the 
Man's Attentions to Husband. 


Antone Scafida and his wife, Conceta, were 
shot and probably fatal'y injured at their 
home, 15 East Taylor street, yesterday by 
Francisco Casilla. The police believe Casilla 
had been repulsed while trying to make love 
to Mrs. Scafida and shot both husbend and 
wife when hé learned that the woman had 
informed her husband of his actions.

Caught by Firemen. 

Casilla was captured immediately after 
the shooting by members of engine com- 
pany 21 and turned over the police. 

Castilla had formerly boarded with the 
Scafidas.

Ac- 
cording to the story told by Mrs. Scafide. 
Casilla tried to put his arms around her and 
conducted himself in a manner which she 
resented. 

When her husband returned home she in- 
formed him of Casilla’s actions and he called 
Casilla into. the house, intending to remon- 
strate with him. 2 


Fired Twice. 

He had mo more than commenced talking 
with him, however, before Casilla pulled 
a revolver from his pocket and fired at Bca- 
fida. He then turned upon the woman and 
fired at her. 

Casilla purchased the revolver he used in 
the shooting an hour before his visit. He 
threw it away after the shooting and was 
trying to escape when captured by the fire- 
men.

and has a boy 13 years old. Scafida its 84 
years old and his wife is 30.

BOND IS FINALLY GIVEN, 


Aunt Furnishes Security; Lieut. 
Ambrose Justifies His Ac- 
tions in Case. 


Two widely different versions of a strange 
arrest last Saturday night were told yester- 
day, one by Miss Mary Dolan, an 18 year old 
girl living at 133 Chestnut street, and the 
other by Lieut. Wiliam D. Ambrose of the 
East Chicago avenue station. 

Mies Dolan, who was a prisoner at the 
police station until 8 o‘clock last night, 
and who was “booked” on the charge 
of disorderly conduct, declares that Lieut. 
Ambrose and Sergeant Hannigan arrested 
her and took her to the station because she 
resisted the efforts of an intoxicated man, 
giving the name of George Heidbrink, te 
force her into a hotel. . 

Today she. Lieut. Ambrose, and Sergeant 
Hannigan all will be given a chance to tell 
their stories in court. 

Ambrose Agitated; Girl Tells Story. 

Lieut, Ambrose was considerably agitated 
over the affair as he explained the arrest of 
the girl. K 

“She was going into a hotel with Hel- 
brink,“ said the lieutenant, “‘ when we hap- 
pened to notice that she looked like a young 
girl. Upon questioning the couple, our sus- 
picions were aroused and we arrested both. 
The girl has told a number of stories and it 
looks like somebody was trying to gét me 
into trouble.” 

Miss Dolan said that she had gone toe 
nickel theater with Heidbrink, whom she 
had known but a few days, and that later she 
intended going toa dance. About 100’elock 
they were walking along the street toward 
the girl's home, when Heidbrink’s actions 
are sald to have frightened the young woman, 
who started to run up the street. Lieut, Am- 
brose and Sergt. Hannigan came up and 
arrested the couple. 

“I was badly frightened,” sobbed the girl 
when she told her story at the police station. 
„ Heidbrink tried to pull me into the hotel 
and I screamed. I saw the policemen, and 
then I felt sure that I was safe and that they 
would protect me. Instead of taking me 
home, they took me to the police station.“ 


Bond Is Finally Furnished. 

While Lieut. Ambrose claims that neither 
Heidbrink nor Miss Dolan wascreating a dis- 
turbance. the couple were held at the Chicago 
avenue station on charges of disorderly cor- 
duct. Lieut. Ambrose sent a man around to 
notify Miss Dolan’s aunt, Mrs. Della M. 
Palmer, and brother, Edward Dolan, whols 
employed by the George A. Fuller company. 

Neither the brother nor Mrs. Palmer could 
furnish the required bond, and so Miss Dolan 
was locked up in a cell until Mre. Mary Duffy, 
101 Gault court, another aunt, gave the re- 
quired security.

STAGG LIKES RULE CHANGES 


Maroon Coach Talks of Work of 
Football Committee. 


‘LOOKS FOR IMPROVED GAME 


Cutting Value of Field Goal Not Ex- 
pected to Banish Kicking. 


That the 1909 football season will be even 
more successful than any which have fol- 
lowed the introduction of the forward pass 
is the opinion which Director A. A. Stagg 
expressed yesterday on his return to the 
Midway from New York, where he attended 
the annual of the football rules com- 
mittee. The Maroon coach declared himself 
well pleased with the new legislation by the 
gridiron congress and asserted that the 
changes in the rules will add interest to the 
sport and increase its popularity. 

According to Stagg only two important al- 
terations in the playing regulations were 
made. Dr. Carl Williams of Pennsylvania 
proposed the rule allowing only 3 points, 
instead of 4, for a goal from drop or place 
kick and it was passed unanimously by the 
board. The other change giving a team the 
option of a scrimmage or a kick after a 
touchback, which also received a unani- 
mous vote, was suggested by Stagg him- 


self. 
Committee’s Attitude Conservative. 


That the welfare of the game will be pro- 
moted by these alterations in the rules is 
the belief of the Midway athletic coach.’ -

would tend to eliminate Kieking altogether, but I 
do not thik it will act that way at all.

Under 
the old regulations it was almost impossible for 
an eleven's playing against a hard wind to take 
the ball out of the vicinity of its own goal. If it 
did succeed the ball was Immediately put back by 
a kick from the opposing side. The new rule will 
give the side laboring under the disadvantage of 
such a wind the opportunity of at least two secrim- 
mages to gain ground before being forced to, punt. 


Ten Yard Rule Kept Intact. 
1. e other innovations in the rules were 
ws — failed to receive the necessary 
votes. Most prominent among these was thet 
of Paul Dashiel of Annapolis. relating to the num- 
ber of yards to be gained when a team hes the 
ball in ite own territory. The navy expert sug- 
gested that only a five yard gain be demanded 
when tht team ‘with the bal! is in its own territory. 
that is. between the center of the field and its own 
goal, the distance to be changed to ten yards, r 
the ball is pushed into the opponent’s haif of the 
field. Dr. Lambeth of the University of Virginia 
also was an ardent’ supporter of this change, but 
many of the committee thought itewould be giving 
too great an advantage to the side having pos- 

geasion of the ball, and. it falled of adoption.

May Corn Firm, put Deferred Futures 
Easy; Oats Prices Lower. 


Low prices on wheat were made the first 
part of the week, after which there was a 
gradual improvement both in the way of 
yalues and in the general trade. Buying 
of the new crop deliveries by the bull leaders 
in May Friday and Saturday was largely in- 
gtrumental in giving the market a better tone, 
gnd encouraged more buying by the outside 
public. Shorts in May covered quite freely, 

showing sharp advances for this 
month. Net gains for the week were 1%@ 
the later on May. 
Buying Seems Significant. 

The heavy buying of both July and Septem- 

per by Bartlett-Patten appeared to de s- 

t, and the trade was encouraged in 

the belief that the campaign for higher 
values was not to be permitted tolag. Bear- 
ish sentiment was in the ascendant early in 
the week, but there was a gradual shifting 
in this respect, the fact that in spite of the 
heavy price pounding values gave way com- 
paratively little being a factor. Short sell- 
has been on a heavy scale at times recent- 

ly, but values have reacted much more easily 
than they have been depressed. No leader - 
ghip has developed on the selling side, and 
local professionals, while bearish on the 
ce, are not willing to get into deep water. 

The holdings of the dull leaders in the May 
are still practically intact, although shorts 
have so far been accommodated without any 
strenuous bidding, and this fact makes the 
gelling of deferred months more than usually 
hazardous even at the present abnormal 
range of values, as the merket easily becomes 
congested. 5; 

Crop Situation Big Factor. 
The two factors now most directly affecting 


trade in wheat and on which the course 
of prices will hinge are the crop situation and 
the possibility of a revival of the demand 


for wheat either for domestic account or for 


export. Upto date there has not been enough 
growing weather to determine accurately the 
exact status of the winter wheat crop, and as 
a general proposition nothing definite will be 


at least officially, until the govern- 


ment's April estimates are given to the trade.- 


Milling and trade journals report a generally 
satisfactory outlook so fer, but admit 


th is being retarded by the alternate 
freezing and thawing. Private reports from 
the soft winter wheat section are sufficient- 
ly serious to warrant some concern, while 
in regard to the hard winter wheat reports 
ere of the most favorable character. From 
Indiana, Ohio, and the southern part of this 


state come the most unfavorable reports. 


With a decreased area of wheat the best of 
conditions are necessary to give anywhere 


near a normal yield. of 


Foreign news favored the theory that Eu- 
rope would again be a buyer of American 
wheats. Argentine shipments were distinctly 
disappointing to buyers on the other side, 
and a sharp falling off is expected also in 
Australian exports. Foreign stocks are 
light, and even a moderate export business 
would be a bull tonic of no mean merit. From 
domestic standpoint alone it would appear 
that supplies will be ample to last out the 
year, judging from receipts and visible sup- 
ply stocks, but in regard to the latter it must 
de taken into consideration that the largest 
percentage of visible supply stocks are at 
northwestern points, where they certainly 
will be needed. Recently the cash demand 
has been tame, but prices for winter wheats 
of all grades at all markets bespeak a strong 


situation in themselves. 


Statistics are expected to run more favor- 
able to the bulls, world's shipments being 
light and visible stocks expected to decrease. 
Total primary receipts so far are still large 
enough to dissipate any idea of actual short- 


age. . 
Price Range Small in Corn. 


In corn the price changes for the week were 
small, May being %c higher and July and 
September about & lower. Small receipts 
Have been offset by the tame shipping de- 
mand, both for export and domestic account. 
The latter has been distinctly disappointing 
to cash men, who are bewalling present high 
values as destructive of legitimate business 
in this cereal. Country holders of corn have 
refused to be shaken out and it is now a 
question whether they will liquidate or take 
delivery in May. Short sellers have been 
seriously punished for their efforts to sell 
out the country’s corn. Small arrivals are 
expected to continue for some time, as good 
weather will now be utilized by the farmers to 
get their farm work done. Shippers are ex- 
pecting a sharp improvement in the cash de- 
mand during April. The feature of the pit 
trade was the changing of May over to July 
by some of the leading shorts, causing a 


widening of the May-July spread. 
July Oats Under Pressure. 


Deferred deliveries of oats were under 
heavy pressure and yielded materially. Buy- 
ing support was lacking at times and the bear 
element pounded values at pleasure. On 
Saturday there was a firmer tone displayed 
and the market gave indications of being 
badly oversold. Chiefly instrumental in the 
decline was the prospect for the early seed- 
ing of a large area of oats this season, many 
traders expecting the largest acreage ever 
put in. The late strength in wheat, with 
continued light receipts, were the bull helps, 

there was considerable quiet buying on 
he theory that scenery selling was get- 


ting a little too popular on the decline. 
Hog Products Tfade Narrow. 


Early in the week there was considerable 
realizing and short selling of provisions on 
the large receipts, but later there was 2 
much smaller run to this market and there 
was a moderate volume of investment buy- 
ing orders. Final prices for the week were 
174@20c higher for pork; 50 to Tie up for 
lard, and 12%c up for ribs. On the buiges 
there was liberal selling, credited to, the 
Cudahy interests, which gave the market 
an easier tone in spite of the almost daily 
advances in hogs. Packing for the week was 
estimated at 15,000 more than a year 280. 
Receipts of hogs at western points were 


$04,000, against 346,000 a year ago. 
Live Stock Weekly Review. 


Shippers bought more than half of the 
receipts of cattle here last week and foiled 
an attempt on the part of local packers to 
force prices to lower levels. Being unsuc-
